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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed change to independent claim 1 , 
specifically "said apparatus being "configured" to maintain its undamped position when placed in said undamped position" in lieu of 
"said apparatus being "operable" to maintain its undamped postion" still does not provide a positive limitation that results in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art (See 
MPEP 21 14). Furthermore, Kramer et al. '548 teaches in col. 5, lines 54-56 the apparatus being configured (or operable) to maintain its 
undamped position via cam collar 56 and collar housing 59 rotated to undamped/release position by a user/operator and held in the 
undamped position (Fig. 7) before insertion of saw blade. 

Claim 4 was rejected under 35 USC 103 in lieu of 35 USC 102 since it recites more specifically "a releaseable retaining mechanism for 
holding", whereas Claim 1 broadly recites "being configured to maintain" which, as described above, does not provide a positive 
limitation. 


In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
